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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 was filed in this 
application after appeal to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but prior to a 
decision on the appeal. Since this application is eligible for continued examination 
under 37 CFR 1.114 and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14 and prosecution in this 
application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed 
on December 2, 2008 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Amendment filed December 2, 2008 has been entered. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed December 2, 2008, have been fully considered but 
they are not found persuasive. 

4. Claims 36, 38-41 and 43 are examined below. Claims 1-22, 24-30, 32-34, 38, 
and 46-56 are withdrawn. Claims 23, 31 , 35, 37, 42 and 44-45 are cancelled. 
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5. The Declaration of Florian Holsboer under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 filed December 2, 2008 
is sufficient to overcome the rejection of claims 36-37 and 39-43 based upon 35 USC 
102(b) as being anticipated by McElroy et al. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



6. Claims 36, 38-41 and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by Dinan et al. (US 2005/0037983). 

Dinan et al. teach a method of administering tenidap for treatment of major 
depression (columns 3-5, 19, 25-27, 39, 72, 75, 80 and claim 10 ). The administration 
of beta-adrenergic receptor modulator is optional. Tenidap inherently modulates P2X7R 
activity.
